Why  do  you  believe  Jesus  was  a 
threat  to  their  power? 


5.  According  to  w.  3-6,  was  Judas  Iscariof  s  betrayal  of  Jesus  simply  a  mistake  or  a 


well-thought-out  plan?  According  to  w.  7-13,  was  the  last  supper  something  that  simply 
happened  or  did  Jesus  carefully  plan  the  evening? 

6.  What  Satan  intended  for  evil,  God  intended  for  good.  How  do  we  know  that  God’s  intentions 
overcame  Satan’s?
